The late Mrs. Nellie Darling was ‘a 
friend of mine and I shall not listen 
to anyone speaking of her disparag- 
ingly without repudiating their state- 
ments then ang there, especially since 
Mrs. Darling is now dead: and not in 
a position personally to defend herself. 

Mrs. Darling was a hard-working 
woman and she tried like many oth- 
ers to make ends meet by going out to 
work and in that way she was not al~ 
ways in a position to give her children 
the attention they may .always~have 
needed. It is just an “unfortunate” 
accident of birth that her children 
were not born into the “Royal Family” 
because if they had been then they 
would have been very well cared for 
at public expense with mo cost or 
trouble whatever to the parents other 
than the “effort” of producing them. 

Mrs. Darling’s baby which died a 
few years ago did not die of neglect, 
at least not neglect from Mrs. Darl- 
ing, the child’s mother, That baby 
died of anemia, a low condition of the 
blood, characterized by lack of red 
coloring matter, red corpuscles, The 
doctor attending saiq the baby’s blood 
was so poor that the food in the child’s 
stomach could not be digested and 
the child got no nourishment from his 
food. Other relatives of Mrs. Darling’s 
on her father’s side have suffered 
from the same blood deficiency and 
had to be hospitalized for it ang have 
recovered from it. As for Mrs. Darling 
“laying her baby on the bed and not 
knowing that he was dead,", well no- 
body but a trained medical man can 
tell when a person is really dead. Mrs. | 
Darling told me that she knew that 
the baby was sick and that she tele- 
phoned the doctor regularly about 
him. 

I do not think that there is anyone 
to be blameq for that baby’s death, 
not the mdther who always did all she 
could for him. She asked the doctor if 
it would not have been bejter for him 
to come out to her farm home to see 
the baby instead of taking the baby

With the advent of the combine har 
vester, straw disposal has become 
more of a problem than it was under 
the old binder-thresher method of 
harvesting. This has led many farm- 
ers to the widespread practice of burn 
ing stubble in the autumn, a danger- 
ous and wasteful method, ‘which 
should be.avolded wherever possible, 
says C. H. Anderson, Dominion Exper. 
imental Station, Beaverlodge, Alta, 


A heavy accumulation of straw may 
cause an initial reduction in the form- 
ation of nitrates but after a few weeks 
these plant foods will be forméd quite 
rapidly.

Sometimes the 
straw constitutes a problem. Care 
must be taken where crops are heavy 
to use a spreader on the combine to 
distribute the straw evenly over the 
field. Evén so in heavy stands it may 
be necessary to use a stubble mulcher 
with the plough or one-way to dis- 
tribute the straw further. Regardless 
of the difficulties encountered every 
effort should be made to save the 
stubble and to hold the soil.

The Mayor of Vermilion threw the 
switch which officially put the line in 
operation after which all adjourned to 
the lower deck of George's Cafe where 
a delicious banquet was enjoyed.

The Toronto player had heard about 
a recent fast-scoring mark set in Bri_ 
tish Columbia but had done nothing 
about it, At Vernon Len Wallington 
of Vernon Canadians scored three 
goals in 8 seconds against Kelowna 
Packers of the Okanagan Mainline 
senior loop on Nov. 1 this year.. 

The major league record is held by 
Carl Liscombe who did the hat trick 
March 18,1938, while playing for De- 
troit Red Wings, getting his trio in 
one minute and 62 seconds.

A cow which has 
beeh wintered without too great a loss 
of weight and is in thrifty condition 
will produce a stronger, healthier calf 
than the cow which is thin and. run- 
down, Not only will the well-conditfon 
ea cow have a better milk supply for 
the calf, but the calf itself will be in 
a better position to gain more rapidly 
during the succeeding months, 

A cow to produce a heavy calf at 
weaning time must have ~ sufficient 
grass to keep her in good condition 
during the grazing season, so that she 
may maintain a supply of milk for the 
calf, 


When the calf begins to eat grasa it 
also should have a good supply to 
help it put on weight. ; 
' ‘The fourth factor mentioned as af- 
fecting the weaning weight of range 
calves was breeding. A well-bred cow 
with all the beef characteristics plus 
the ability to produve a good supply |g 
of milk will raise a heavier calf than |;

Australia’s voters have ended the 
eight-year regime of their labor ad- 
‘ministration and turned the govern- 
ment over to the anti-socialist forces 
of Robert G. Menzies, 

The victory of Mr. Menzies’ Liberal 

y, in coalition with the smaller 

‘ountry party, was assured as returns 
rolled in from across the Dominion at 
the week-end. Success was announced 
when the combination had. won or tak 
en a commanding lead in 64. constit- 
uencies, enough to‘ give them control 


of the 123-member House of Repre- | 


sentatives. 

The Labor party of J. B. Chifley ap- 
peared to have won sg seats at that 
time. 

The Australian verdict was the sec- 
ond reversal for a socialist govern- 
ment in less than two weeks. A gener- 
al election in New Zealand Nov. 30 
brought defeat of: a socialist adminsg- 
tration which had lasted 14 years. In 
both éases the winning ticket was one 
of opposition to socialist measures, 
while the losing governments went to 
the country on their record. 

Eric’ Harrison, deputy leader of 
Australia’s Liberals, said the victory 
was a “great personal tribute” to 54- 
year-old Robert Menzies, who had 
formerly been Liberal prime minister. 

Comment for the losers came from 
an official of the Australian Trades 
Labor Council, C. Anderson, He said: 
“The people will ‘soon realize the 
tragic mistake they have made. They 
will be glad to return to Labor when 
the next appeal to the people ig made” 
Chiang Goes Underground 

The Chinese Nationalist government 
left the mainland of China last week 
to set up a last-ditch defence capital 
on the coastal island of Formosa while 
eralissitho ‘Chiang Kai-shek stay- 
ed behind to organize guerrilla war- 
fare against the victorious Commun- 
ists. 

With Chiang setting up a Nation- 
alist underground to continue the 
fight against the on-pressing Reds, 
the war enters a new phase The Na- 
tionalist retreat from the mainiand 
end of actual military re- 
the Communists. 
the~ guerrillas can fight 
against the - Communist 
conquerors remains to be seen, The 
Nationalist position on Formosa is 
also in doubt. Even with an air force 
and 300,008 ground troops, the Na- 
tionalists might not be able to hold 
against an all-out Communist attack. 
To Help Float Fleet 

Canadian. deep-sea ship owners, 
troubled by mounting costs and de- 
creased business, have ‘been given 
something to think about. The feder- 
al government announced a plan re- 
commending that many Canadian ves- 
sels be transferreqd to British regist- 
ry. It would also subsidize about one- 
third of Canada’s merchant fleet for | 
one year. 

About 40 of 118 ships in the fleet 
would get the $3,000,000 federal sub- 
sidy. The transfer of others to British 
registry is expected to give Canadian 
ships .a chance to compete in British 
markets. ; 

Commenting on the government's 
plan, the chairman of the Canadian 
Maritime Commission said, “It is bet- 
ter to keep employment in some ships 
rather than have no Canadian ships 
employed at all.” 

Defence By Air 

Canada’s air force may become her 
greatest contribution to the interna- 
tional defence scheme of the North 
Atlantic Pact. 

Defence Minister Claxton told a 
press conference in London, England, 
that Canada’s emphasis on an air force 
is apparently greater than that of 
any other allied country, in relation 
to total expenditure on defence. The 
R.C.A.F. gets 42.6 per cent of the de- 
fence budget. 

Mr. Claxton had taken part in the 
Paris meeting of North Atlantic de- 
fence ministers and he said this meet- 
ing had confirmed his ideas that em- 
phasis on air defence is. the best 
course for a country of Canada’s geo- 
graphical «position.

MARKETS IN DANGER 


The Rt. Hon. Jas. G. Gardiner, Min 
ister of Agriculture, made a surpris- 
ing statement at Brantford, Ontario, 
on Dee. 6th. “An official effort is be 
ing madé¢ by Britain” said Mr. Gardi- 
ner, “to squeeze several Canadian food 
products out of the British market.” 

Mr. Gardiner was most indignant 
and disappointed, ang well he might 
be, for no doubt he was thinking of 
how much our prairie farmers had 
lost in the last three years in supply- 
ing Britain with wheat at far less 
than the market price. 

Those, however, who have sudied 
Governments are not surprised at 
Britain's action, for if there is one 
thing history shows it is that there is 
nevér any gratitude in Governments 
for past favours; and that reliance on 
hopes that Govérnments will make up 
for any previous losses sustained by 

rmers, or by anyone else, is depend- 
ing on a broken reed! 

All this, too, is one more plece of 
evidence to show how Governmental 
economic agreemd@nts usually in .the 
end tend to hamper trade, ang seldom 
if ever tend to advance it, The quick- 
er, then, Governments stop interfer- 
ing with the people’s economic affairs, 
the better it will be for our farmers 
and for all of us, for then no econon:- 
ic favours will be given or expe ‘ted, 
and so no disappointments suffered.

‘that Wainwright has never gone out 
of its way to attract them. A little 
pressure in: this direction would go a 
long way. ¥ ; 

One long standing complaint about 
small towns is that everyone knows 
everyone elses business ‘too well, and 
that this tends to make people mind 
other peoples business more than they 
ming their own. Unfortunately this is 
true, but ‘most people have a clear 
enough conscience that this doesn’t 
bother them too much anyway, and 
they can laugh off most of the harm- 
less gossip that does go on. And inci- 
dently this same interest in other 
people’s affairs often pays off when 
trouble strikes. It’s a rare person. that 
finds himself in trouble in a small 
town’ without assistance pouring in 
from all sides. 

Life in a small town is personal and 
it is friendly. It sometimes tends to 


be clanish, and then it can be cruel to

To help with Christmas prepara- 
tions, the home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion’ Department 
of Agriculture, have some helpful 
ideas and recipes which ‘may be pre- 
pared a week or so before Christmas. 

Fruit cakes, Christmas puddings and 
mince meat should be ready at least 
two weeks ‘before Christmas. It is 
wise to have the turkey, goose, chick- 
en or special roast of meat, ordered 
early also. 

Pastry, ready fo the mince piles, 
may be mix@t, wrapped in waxed pap- 
er and put away in a cool place. 

The cranberry sauce, apple sauce or 
other accompaniment may be miade 
and stored, well covered until requir- 


Bread for the stuffing may be made 
Into crumbs, ‘three or four days before 
the bird is to be stuffed. Stuffing is a 
job that may be done the day before, 
thus saving time,on Christmas morn- 
ing.

RATS DESTROY FOOD 
MENACE HEALTH 
Any season is an open one on rete. 


» The common brown or Norway rat is 


@ prolific breeder and as an, adult, 
eats about an ounce of food a day. 
Rats eat much that is unfit for hu- 
man food, but unfortunately they 
don't stop there. They eat practically 
anything used as food for humans and 
livestock—except hay. Worse, they 


contaminate food and make ft unfit : 


for human consumption with conse- 
quent loss to producers. 

Besides enormous destruction to 
food, the brown rat is a serious men- 
ace to public health. It is a carrier f 


> i.bubonic plague, one of the most devas- 


tating of human diseases. Typhus fev- 
er is harboured by rats, and they can 


also be carriers of trichinosis. 


The extermination of rats js com- 
plicated because most suitable poison 
baits used in the destruction are also 
extremely dangerous to other animals 
and to humans. With reasonable care, 
however, poison baits can be used with 
good results. 
| A good method and a more perman- 
ent one is to make buildings rat-proof. 


Old wooden buildings with ill-fitting |. 


doors and windows are an invitation 
te rats. Concrete is one of the best rat 
proof materials for foundations and 
around spaces where drain and other 
Pipes lead out of a building. Doors 
should be bound with sheet metal, and 
ventilators and basement windows 
should be covered with wire netting. 
‘Keeping rats out is easier than driv- 
ing them out.
